Capt. Dawson Remonstrates With Dr. T. 
B. MecDow for His Intimacy With the 
Former’s Nurse Girl—The Editor Shot 
Dewn' During the Controversy—Surren- 
der of the Murderer—His Efforts to Bary 
the Body of His Victim—The City of 
Charleston Terribly Excited and Ready 
te Lynch the Prisoner—All Flags in the 
City at Half-Mast—The Murderer a Noi 
terious Rake—His Victim a Leading 
Journalist of the South. 


Dawson, editor of the News and Courier of this 
city, was assassinated last night by T. B. Me- 
Dow, a young physician. The murder oc- 
curred in McDow’s office. The crime was not 
known until aicDow gave himself up about 
three hours after it had ocourred. Dawson 
had gone to McDow’s office to remonstrate 
with bim, ashe was a married man, against 
his intimacy with a nurse girl in Capt. Daw- 
son’s house. It appears that Dawson had his 
suspicions aroused that his servant was not 
virtuous, about three weeks ago, and not 
wishing her to continue in charge of his chil- 
dren if such was her character, he asked the 
Ohief of Police to detail a detective to shadow 
the girl. This was done and on Monday night 
she was seen in the company of McDow, the 
murderer. The detective submitted a report 
to the Chief in writing and it was convincing 
of the girl’s guilt. When Capt. Dawson re- 
ceived the report it is supposed that he 
went to MeDow’s office to upbraid 
him for his conduct and that McDow shot him 
during the controversy. The bullet struck

You say he kept to his room in this fashien 
once a month. Do you remember the exact 
dates? asked the Coroner. 

‘*Certainly, sir,’’ replied Mrs. Parker, pro- 
ducing an account book. ‘‘Every date is 
noted; for on those days he took, as I have 
already said, no refreshments of any kind.’’ 

She handed the book to the Coroner, who 
looked carefully through it.

An Event of Interest te the Masenic Fra- 
ternity.

Claim Bureau. 


CuicaGco, III., March 13.—Alfred Post, who 
for a long time ran a freight claim bureau here, 
left Chicago February 16. He left a number of 
anxious acquaintances who have in vain tried 
to locate him. He is supposed to be in Mexico. 
He left ostensibly for the benefit of his health, 
but some of his acquaintances claim that he 
left to avoid trouble, and that his freight 


claim bureau was nothing but a 2 — 
bubble. The Deputy Sheriff who levied 
on some of Post’s property to satisfy the 
judgment of bis creditors is under the im- 
pression that his liabilities will reach the sum 
of $200,000. Post came to Chicago from New 
York about five years ago and obtained em- 
ployment inthe freight claim department of 
the Ch o, Burlington & Quincy Railroad. 
He was discharged in 1886 and then conceived 
the idea of starting the claim bureau. His in- 
tention was to buy up claims against the rail- 
road — —— Every railroad company 
bas a regular freight-claim department where 
claims of from $250,000 to $1,000,000 for 
rebate on excess charges or damaged a 
are resented each year. Post’s idea 
was that he could buy up these claims at per- 
baps from 25 to 50 cents on the dollar, an 
knowing the railroad business so much bette 
than the claimants, get them cashed and real- 
ize handsomely. Somehow this plan did not 

an out aswell as expected and Post then 
ormed a copartnership with a man named 
Charles Bicknell. Post’s plan for making 
money proved failure until he succeeded in 
interesting a ber of moneyed men. He 
would have a mutual friend cali on a capitai- 
ist ana invite nim to invest in the bureau, 
which, it was represented, would pay 15 per 
cent a month dividends. 

By specious and plausible representations 
Post succeeded in interesting a number of 
moneyed men and soon branched out in fine 
style, living in fashionable fats on Michigan 
avenue and establishing a private stable 
second to none inthe city. A short time ago 
a gentieman was asked by a friend in a West 
ern town to investigate the bureau, and find- 
ing no report of it in the mercantile agencies, 
pursued his inquiries among the railroad offi- 
cials of the city, discovering that the 
bureau had no standing whatever, and that 
several of the companies had r to - 
act any business with Post. Calling on 
the latter, he claims to have ascertained that 
from the time of its inception the bureau had 
not done enough business to pay expenses. 
Soon after this Post left the city, after, it is 
claimed, having obtained large sums of mon 
from several of the mvestors. The fact of h

NEw York, Mareh 13.—The rumor that the 
‘Nipsic has been blown out of the water by a 
German gunboat is treated far from lightly by 
the great massof navy officers, for they all 
agree that if the Olga succeeded in planting a 
Schwartz-Kopff torpedo fair and square below | 
the water line the little Nipsic must have gone 
down like ashot. Incredulously as the rumor 
may be received it isnot beyond the pale of 
possibility for when one considers the hot- 
beaded acts which often characterize the deeds 
of some naval commanders, it needs Ilittie 
Imagination to appreciate the circumstances 
which would set the call going off, all the 
gun divisions to quarters, and let a Yankee 
crew of man-of-war’s men hear that 
call, peace or war, and they will set 
the tackies of the batteries to rattling 
before the call is halfover. It takes little 
when guns are spotted and kept constantly 
trained on a suspected enemy to cause the 
lanyards to be pulled, and once a shot is fred 
it might as well have been a broadside. Naval 
officers know this and they know of many in- 
stances where the slightest precipitate action 
might have resulted in international conipli- 
cations. Therefore they wait anxiously the 
arrival of the Zeland for positive news from 
Samoa. The Schwarts-Kopff torpedo, which 
is said to be the weapon most likely to have 
been used against the Nipsic, is a modifica- 
tion of the Whitehead. The Germans suc- 
ceeded in obtaining a clue to the workings of 
the English Whitehead and with these ciues in 
hand developed the present Schwartz-Kopff. 
So far as effectiveness is concerned it is safe 
to say that it is no better and no worse than a 


Whitehead. It is simply an English torpedo 
slightly modified and given a different name.

the machine is carried the ¢expiosive, 
consisting of gunpowder, dynamite 
or u cotton, usually the last 
named in a wet condition.

collision. The torpedoes are of two sizes, the 
er being fourteen feet long and sixteen 
inches in diameter, and intended for sixt;- 
seven pounds of gun cotton. Thesmall one 
of the same length, butistwo inches less in 
diameter. It is intended to contain eighteen 
pounds of dynamite. It is understood, how- 
ever, that lately the explosive charge in 
the larger Schwerte-Kopff has been 
increased to ninety pounds of gun cotton and 
that lu the smaller size to fifty pounds of gun 
cotton. The torpedo before being fired rests 
in a long gun-shaped tube on the deck of the 
operating vessel, the muzzie of the tube be- 
ing just flush with the torpedo port. These 
ports may be in the stem, stern or beam of 
the vessel. Thetube is aimed at an ob 
just as a gun would be. The torpedo is fred 
either by gunpowder or compressed air, gen- 
erally the latter, when dynamite is the er- 
plosive which isto be . The tubes are, 
in most cases, above tbe water line, though 
they may be below, the presence of a secon 
valve being a disadvantage, however, in the 
latter instance. When fired above the water- 
line the torpedoes have their vertical and 
horigontal rudders regulated and whea shot 
out of the tube, they tumble over the ship’s 
side after the fashion ofa fish, take a dive 
head first and after reaching a depth of ten or 
fiifteen feet take a horizontal course straight 
for the null of 
THE HOSTILE SHIP. 

The propelling fore comes from «a Little 
brotherhood engine within the torpedo and 
set back close to the after end. Just forward 
of the engine and the rearof the explosive 
recess are the storage tanks filled with com- 

ressed air. The moment the torpedo is fired 

m the ship a valve which closes the pass 
age from the storage tanks to the engine is 
opened and power is at once transmitted. It 
has been claimed by those experimenting 
extensively with this weapon that 
a range of over one thousand yards 
can be traversed by the larger torpedo 
with almost certain accuracy. This statement 
is open to a good deal of doubt, especially in 
the absence ofall proofs. But navai officers 
are most willing to allow an accurate range to 
either the Schwartz-Kopf or the original 
Whitehead, of 400 yards. The of the 
torpedo, of course, slackens as the supply of 
air in the storage reservoir diminishes. It is 
stated by Mr. Donaldson, the Euglisb engli- 
neer, that for 220 vards the speed attained is 
that of twenty-four knots r hour, and that 
1,000 yards can be tray at the rate of six- 
teen Knots per hour.

TASCOTT AGAIN, 


Mr. Stone Strikes the Trail ofthe Murderer 
in Canada. 


CHICAGO, III., March 13.—It is stated that the 
clue which ied Mr. A. J. Stone, son-in-law of 
the murdered Millionaire Snell, to join ac- 
tively in the search for Tascott was obtained 
from a criminal who had known the fugitive 
in the Kentucky Penitentiary and who claimed 
the missing man was in the employ of a rail- 
road contractor near Rat Portage, Manitoba. 
Other proofs were brought so convincing that 
Mr. Stone at once started for Rat Portage, ac- 
companied by two detectives and two friends 
intimately acquainted with Tascott. They 
left Chicago two weeks ago Sunday, but on 
arriving at Rat Portage, 150 miles east of 
Winnipeg on the line of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, they discovered that the ob- 
ject of their search had suddenly disappeared 
a few days before. No one knew the direction 
he had taken, but a few days later the detect- 
ives struck his trail, which led up into the 
interior of Canada in the direction of Hudson 
Bay, and Mr. Stone and his 8 again started 
in pursuit after telegraphing Mrs. Snell that 
he had great hopes of the clue turning out to 
be a good one.

AnitewatRailroad Enjoined From Hauling 
and Delivering Beer. 


WAVERLY, Io., Mareh 13.—Judge Ruddick 
yesterday granted a temporary injunction 
against the Burlington, Cedar Rapids & North- 
ern Railroad Co. and OC. J. Fosselman, agent 
fora St. Louis brewing company, restraining 
them from bringing beer into Waverly. The 
complainant was Dr. J. B. Brook, a Metho- 
dist minister. Fosselman was taking orders 
for the firm and subsequently delivering the 
beer, which arrived by the car-load. The 
cars were allowed to remain on the side 
tracks until the beer was deliv- 
ered. Fosselman’s attorney deld that 
the sale was consummated in St. Lonis, while 
counsel for the railroad argued that under the 
decision of the United States Supreme Oourt 
the road was obliged to accept the beer, which 
he claimed had been treated the same as any 
other freight.

Since our arrival in London the newspapers 
have been filled with notices ofthe players 
and the game of base ball and to-day the 
great English metropolis was on the 
tip-toe of expectation. The weather was most 
unfavorable. A drizzling rain began during 
the night and continued until noon, and 
although the rain then stopped the efforts 
of the sun to break through the clouds 
were ineffectual. The afternoon was cold, 
damp and foggy, and the game itself was a 
miserable exhibition. 

When play was called a dense fog made it 
almost impossible for the fleldere to see the 
ball.
